Jupiter hath it's Satellites. Farther up, there is a — — 
Subordination, The Great and Only MONARCH ſitting on 
the Throne of Majeſty, attemed by His Only Begotten SON, 
and His Created Efohim, 1 Arch-Angels, Thrones, 
Dominions, Principalities and Powers. Thus in the Intelle- 
ctual and inviſible World: In the Rational, Man, GOD's 
Image, hath alſo an image of his Sovereignty: Reaſon is 
conſtitut Sovereign to govern the Senſitive Appetite, frequent- 
ly Rebellious. In his different Capacities, States, Conditions; 
litdry, Oeconomic, Politic, Eccleſiaſtic; ſomething muſt 
Rule, and the reft Obey. Is he alone, the Thoughts, as they 
are influenced, either by an inward Spirit, or outward Objects, 
Rule or ate Ruled. In Families, the Husband is Supream, 
the Conſott Subſtitute, Children and Servants the Ruled Part. 
Jn Politics, the firſt Societies were Founded on Nature; the 


Parental Authority gave Law and uſed Cöercion, to which, 


by Right of Primogeniture, the Eldeſt Succeeded, who had 
allo, fore the Prieſthood was confin'd to a particular Tribe, 
the Sacerdotal Power: But when Nimrod, the Type of Anti- 
chriſt arriv'd, then began this Authority to be cogvoyed, 

ſometimes by War and Violence, ſometimes by Compact, 
ſometimes by Choice, ſometimes by Natural Succeſſion, ſome- 


times by Lot, ſometimes Providence interpos'd it felf, and. 


over-ruPd all „ 
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In the Church, the firſt Sacerdotal Authority was Parental, 
then the firſt Born; till /nfnice Wiſdom thought it fis to Con- 
ſine it to a partienlar Family, among whom . there was a 
Preſident, a Limited Supream, who muſt Rule 1 4 
Law, and from whofe Mouth they muſt ſeek it: Under him 
there are 24 heads of Family s Settled in ſo many orders: Theſe 
heads of Familys had under them, theſe Deſcend- 
ed from them. Under them were the Levits appointed fbr 
lower Miniſtrations, ſubject to them. This Beautiful Subor- 
dination the Meſſiah neither Reproves nor Aboliſheth. Yet, 
one High Prieſt cannot Rule the - Univerſal, as he did a Nati- 
onal Church. There is nothing of this Ceremonial; but found- 
eld on the Nature of things, and the Neceſlitys of Mankind. 
Thus it continues, till the greabSheghers and Biſhop of Souls 
Hhimſelf Arrives, and Aſſumes the Government, and calls to 
an account thoſe Shepherds who had Fleeced; but not fed 
the Block: He Subſtitutes twelve in Place of the twelve heads 
of Iſrael, and Seventy to ſucceed to their Seventy Elders. 
The Father had by His Supream paternal Authority, Inveſted 
Him by the Right of Primogeniture, with a Vicarious Power, 
He ſends others with the ſame power committed to Him, that 
when they Exchanged Mortality with Immortality, the Sueceſſi- 
en might continue, and a Race of Prieſts be Coæval with the 
Race of Mankind. According to this, we find in the firſt 
( yea oy 2 Oecumenic Council, the - Apoſtles and Presbyters 
in Conjunction, who Deput the ſeven Deacons, in place of 
the Levites, for inferiour Miniſtrations. Theſe, when the 
Goſpel ſpreads, ſpread their Commiſſion: The Apoſtle of 
the Gentiles Commiſſionats Timothy for Epheſus, Where are to 
be ſeen Men called ſome time Biſhops, ſometime Presbyters, 
and the Apoſtle Preſident. Titus is ſent to Creet to ordain. 
Presbyters. And that here there was no Monarchical Arbitra- 
ry Power, Paul mentions in one Place, Timothy his being or- 
ained by Impoſition of his hands, in another by the hands.

Thus ſadly are we brought 
to the brink of Ruine, ße ſtat Nqhe, that laid the 
Foundation, intends to raiſe upet ſtructure on our Fall. 
It. would then be conſidered, what may be the 
method, betwixt a Monarchical Prelacy and Flat Paritie, to 
Enſtate us in Peace. The Conſtitution of the Exgiiſb Church,
